Information from these three sites 
is constantly fed into the Combat Opera- 
tions Center here in Colorado Springs, 
now located inside Cheyenne Mountain, 
information which would provide an early 
warning in case of a missile attack a- 
gainst this continént, This information 
would then be sent out throughout the 
United States and Canada from the Com- 
bat Operations Center, 

Presently the BMEWS sites furnish 
data on satellites to the Space Data Cen- 
ter in Colorado Springs. 

Much of the information regarding 
BMEWS, formerly "classified," is now 
unclassified, according to Max, so his 
talk and slides should provide very in- 
teresting information on this activity.

Charter members of the PPRAA 
wete Ralph Herrtin, V 4M1R: Pant King, 
W@KSB; Jim Merrill, W§ANX, W. M, 
Mitchell; Don Murray, W*HDNTl; Jim 
Reynolds, W@IJMB,, Frank Thornton, 
W@KMS and Dick Vertefeville, W§COG, 

According to information furnish- 
edby our ex-secretary, Jim Reynolds, 
who has held the call W@JMB since 1932, 
(and has been an active amateur operat- 
or since 1922) has the most expensive 
antenna in town, 

Jim, who lives on Prospect Lake
